lo The Office of the General Counsel has discontinued the prepsra** 
tion of wills for personnel accepting overseas assignments. In consideration 
of the importance of this service, especially in the event of war, the 
General Counsel has arranged with certain attorneys outside the Agency to 
perform this service oo behalf of CIA eaployees* It is anticipated that 
»ost wills can be executed under this arrangement at special rates, probably 
between 010 end 

2o Central Processing Branch will advise each «n?>loyee of t his 
facility during the briefing session and recommend that he consider ut ilising 
this service or consulting his own attorney, In this connection, the Office 
of the General Counsel will advise the employee m to the relative need for 
a will in individual cases (based upon the employee® s disposition toward 
asking & will, the nature of his assets, his marital and dependency status, 
etcojc Ordinarily, a telephone call by CPB to OOC, Extension 621 will bo 
sufficient to obtain the desired assistance® If recosssecded by OGC® the 
employee concerned will be referred directly to that Office for further 
discussion, of the problem*
